»ue of our time is the struggle between democ­ 
racy and dictatorship In this struggle, the AFL- 
CIO is unreservedly on the side of democracy 
and against every form of dictatorship, whether 
it he Communist. Fascist. Falangist. Peronisi or 
military 
Democracy and totalitarianism have 
nothing in common and there can be no part­ 
nership or united front between them 
American labor realizes that without democra­
